Savings to taxpayers of $700,
000 a month by 1962 is ex«
pected to result from consol-
idation of city and county
| functions pertaining to making
runaway fathers support their
families, Supervisor Ernest
Debs predicted today.

The consolidation, first major
1~((‘p in years to eliminate ex-

pensive duplication of city and
county functions, will see the
District Attorney's Office as-
sume full investigative respon-
sibility for all runaway father
cases from the cities of Los
Angeles, Long Beach, Pasade-
na and Santa Monica.

“Up until now,” Supervisor
Debs explained, “the county
agency has been investigating
only 40 per cent of the cases
with these cities handling the
rest. Even so, the District At.
torney's work has saved tax.
payers in excess of $3 million
the past fiscal year. District
Attorney William B. McKesson
and his staff are to be com-
mended for a splended job."”

HE WENT ON to explain
that as the DA's office assumes
the entire investigative funce
tion, conservative estimates
are that $15 million will be
saved for taxpayers by the
1064-65 fiscal year.

Supervisor Debs, chairman
of the County Board of Super-
visor's District Attorney's De-
partment Committee, explain-
ed state law requires the DA
to investigate all cases where
aid is given needy children
deserted or abandoned by par-
ents.

“As District Attorney Mc-
Kesson has repeatedly explain-
ed,” said Supervisor Debs, “the
investigations are not denying
aid to any needy child. How-
| ever, the purpose is one we
can all appreciate—to make
| sure every parent pays the
| cost of varing for his own
children and that this cost is
Inot pushed off onto the tax-
payer.”
